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THE FOUR FEARS 


Bruce Bliven, eminent jour- 
nalist of opinion and writer of 
books on. scientific. subjects, 
told the Phi Beta Kappa an- 
nual meeting at Stanford that 
four major fears haunt “the- 
mid-century pessimists.” 


The four fears are: that 
there will be another world 
war; that our culture is being 
debased by comic books, movies, 
television, etc.; that democratic 
political institutions cannot 
Survive in this technological 
era; and that expanding popu- 
lation may outrun declining 
resources to the point of catas- 
trophe. 


Our own fifth fear is that a 
lot of us aren’t spending 
enough time thinking about 
these four fears. Most of us in 
the labor movement are pri- 
marily interested in three is- 
sues: wages, working condi- 
tions, and: entertainment. Un- 
interrupted attention to these 
three help to increase the dan- 
ger that the four fears will 
come painfully true.

RESIDENTIAL BUILDING 
PERMITS DECLINED IN 
ALL BUT NAPA COUNTY 

Every county in the Bay 
Area except Napa showed 
during the first quarter of 
1956 a drop from the first 
quarter of 1955 in the num- 
ber of residential building 
permits issued. 

In Alameda county the 
decline was 20.1%; in Con- 
tra Costa 7.3%; Marin 
29.9%; San Francisco 
13.5%; San Mateo 35.6%; 
Santa Clara 37.2%; Solano 
46%. 

The increase in the num- 
ber of residential building 
permits in Napa county was 
42.6%; and in Sonoma 
county the decline was only 
2.6%. In the 9 counties as 
a whole the decline aver- 
aged 26.9%.

He is chiefly worried because 
there is not enough science and 
mathematics in the curriculum, 
thus depriving us of many 
badly needed scientists. 


Now in the so-called “classi- 
cal education -days,” it is true 
that not much science was 
taught, but mathematics were 
in high favor. In most high 
schools, two years were com- 
pulsory, and one or two more 
optional. Latin and other lan- 
guages were available, though 
not compulsory. 

Dr. Beckman forgets that our 
educational system is simply a 
reflection of our civilization. 

A few generations back, only 
those planning to enter a pro- 
fession went to high school. 
Now it is compulsory for all. 

In the days when life was 
simpler and the majority of 
Americans lived on farms, 
many many things were 
learned at home, on the farm, 
at church, in the simple life 
of the community.

Aim Strong Blow 
At Phony Ad Men 


WASHINGTON (AFLCIO) — 
The International Labor Press 
Association (AFLCIO) has 
adopted a new, strict code of 
ethics in its campaign against 
advertising rackets by phony 
labor publications, ILPA Presi- 
dent Gordon H. Cole an- 
announced. 


The new ILPA code governs 
the promotion and sale of ad- 
vertising by all member publi- 
cations of AFLCIO unions and 
city and state central bodies. 


The code, a joint effort by 
the entire 17-member executive 
council of ILPA, was adopted 
unanimously. 


Full text of the ILPA code of 
ethics follows: 


To better serve the members 
of the American Federation of 
Labor and Congress of Indus- 
trial Organizations and to pro- 
‘tect the good name of labor 
from exploitation by racket pa- 
pers masquerading as union 
publications, the International 
Labor Press Association (AFL- 
CIO) and its member publica- 
tions subscribe to and shall 
abide by this Code of Ethics: 


1. Member publications will 

jserve the best interests of the 
‘American Federation of Labor 
and Congress of Industrial Or- 
jganizations and uphold the 
high ideals of the AFLCIO Con- 
{stitution at all times. 
2. Member publications will 
/plainly and prominently pub- 
\lish in each issue an accurate 
jstatement of ownership and 
lendorsement. 

3. Member publications will 
not represent either in their 
jpublications or in the promo- 
tion or sale of advertising that 
they are endorsed by the na- 
tional AFLCIO. 

4. Member publications will 
not knowingly solicit, accept or 
publish advertising from any 
firm against which a strike or 
lockout is in progress or from 
any firm on the unfair list of 
a central labor body.

The letter, dated May 22, told each recipient that “as a 
successful member of the advertising profession you must 
have an interest in perpetuating the sound economy and 

usiness expansion of the last four years,’ and asked for 
contributions to the Republican Party. 

The letter obligingly supplied a list, made up by Illinois 
Republicans, of how much a man ought to give if he made 
certain amounts of pre-tax earnings in a year. If you had 
$5000 pre-tax income you should give $25; if $10,000, give 
$75; and if you made $100,000 then give $3000; if over 
$100,000, then give 314 percent. 

The letter asked for an answer by May 25, but Flower 
told the June 10 issue of Advertising Age that since more! 
than half of those to whom the letters had been sent had 
made no reply, he was still waiting to see how much would 
turn up. 

All this seems to indicate that some very systematic 
methods of raising money are being used by admirers of 
Mr. Eisenhower; and also, somewhat surprisingly, that even 
when a boss of a big concern does the tapping, the maple 
syrup doesn't always flow promptly.
